tlon of Supervisor of Assessment was 
taken up at eleven o'clock. 
Super- 


visor presented the name of W. J. 
Mclntyre as a candidate for the office 
and Simon Smith of Belolt presented 
the name of George Secgmlller of Be- 
lolt. 


Before proceeding to ballot Super- 


visor Bowles stated to the board that 
ho was not a candidate for the ofllcc. 
An Informal hallot was taken which 
resulted as follows: 
Scegmlller, 10; 


Mclntyre. 20; Otis. 2; Brace, 2; Den- 
nlston, 1. 


On motion of Supervisor Gettlc the 


Informal ballot was made formal and 
W. J. Mclntyre was declared elected

Sen- 
ator O'Nell of Washburn today closed 
nil of the logging camps on tho Bad 
River reservation, thro.wlng out of 
employment nearly a thousand men. 
It Is persumed that fear of a small- 
Fox outbreak Is, the cause.

Smallpox Closes Schools 


Hotighton, Mich., Nov. 14.—There 


aro now twenty-three cases of small 
pox In the county hospital for conta- 
rrec losed In several subiirbsetaorldlu 
glous diseases and public schools ore 
closed In several suburbs of Calumet. 
None of the cases are severe. 


Mllwauke, WIs., Nov. 14—"Under 


existing circumstances the Wisconsin 
state board of health finds itself pow- 
erless to stamp out the smallpox In 
the state," said Dr. U. B. Wlngato, 
secretary of the board, last night. "The 
board has received the co-operation of 
the local boards In all the affected 
districts, which arop rlnclpally In tho 
northern part or' the state, but as 
long as cases arc not reported prompt- 
ly the board finds It Impossible to 
properly quarantine the patients. 


"Last week 100 new cases were re- 


ported, and upon- examination It was 
found that In reality tho majority 
were old cases and that numbers of 
persons had been exposed. 
Many 


physicians insist In calling the small- 
pox a form nf Itch. 
As long as they 


do this It will be-impossible to take 
any effective means to check It. 
"The disease Is constantly spreading 


nnd is growing 
malignant. 
The 


only known 
preventatlvcs of 
the 


spread are vaclcnation and quaran- 
tine."

to the question of a reorganization 
of the National Guard of the country. 
Secretary Root has decided to cover 
this subject In a general way In his 
annual report, and, while he will dis- 
cus the necessity of some action by 
congress leaking to the reorganiza- 
tion of the militia. It Is said that 
he has practically determined not to 
make any specific recommendations 
as to how this legislation should be 
framed. > 


Secretary Root will make recom 


mcndatlons looking to .bringing the 
state troops and the regulars togeth 
or In joint maneuvers on the great 
camp grounds of Instruction to be 
provided, and he will also make rec 
ommcndatlonB for giving militia offic- 
ers every facility to secure the prac- 
tical training nnd Instruction 
of 


regular army officers. 


EXPORTS IN OCTOBER 


They Were SI 7,000,000 
Smaller 


_ , Than in the Same Month Last 


Year—U. S. Treasury Report. 


Washington. Nov. 14—The exports 


of merchandise'from. 
the 
United 


States In October wore smaller 
by 


about $17,000.000 than those of the 
same month In 1900. 
The shipments 


last year, however, wore phenomen- 
ally large. 
The value of American 


goods sent abroad last' month was 
larger by about $20.000,000 than 
In 


October 
1899. 
Owing 
to 
the 


drouth of last summer, the October 
exports of corn alone were $4,000,000 
less than In the same month of the 
year before.

of Leonids which has been looked 
for ahout the middle of 
November 


ever since 
1899. This 
meteoric 


Fhbwer. which takes Its name from 
the constellation Leo, last appeared 
In I860 and In 1867. 
According to 


the calculations of astronomers, a re- 
currence of the shower was 'due In 
1K99. but for some reason unexplain- 
ed It did not take place. The usual 
display of a few- hundred "shooting 
stars" was seen, but It was nothing 
remarkable. 
Last year the astron- 


omers watched again In vain. 
If 


the shower does not ake place this 
month they will be forced to' the con- 
clusion that the attractions of the plan 
cts have been so disturbing that the 
meteor swarm has been attracted out 
of Its path.

Rockhlll. the commissioner who repr 
resented the United States In the nego- 
tiations between the allies nnd China. 
has revived Interest In occidental af- 
fairs. Mr. Bockhlll brings with him a 
copy of tho p'rotoeol between China 
and the powers which was recently 
signed at Peking between the repre- 
sentatives of tho various nations Inter- 


I estcd. 


The part played by Mr. nockhlll In 


China during the past year has been 
no unimportant one. In no sense was 
he a successor to Minister Conger, but 
a special commissioner empowered to

conduct the peace negotiations on be- 
half of our government nnd to deal 
with tho representatives of tho allies 
for a settlement of the dllllcultles aris- 
ing out of the Boxer troubles.

over the empire, can rend and write 
the language and Is at home In all thu 
customs of the people. Furthermore, 
he was educated In France and speaks 
the language of diplomacy' as well as 
his mother tongue.

hill's presence 'particularly desirable 
in China was the fact that he was a 
trained diplomat. lid has been In the 
diplomatic service since 1SS-I. when ho 
irns api>olntcd from Maryland as sec 
ond secretary of the legation at Pe- 
king. He was afterward charge d'af 
fnlrcs at Seoul, Korea, and It was 
while he was holding this position thai 
he mado n tour of exploration In Tibet. 
In 1S!)."> he was appointed chief clerk. 
In the department of stato nnd the nex 
year was given the position of third 
assistant secretary of state, from which 
he was tlnally promoted to bo first as- 
sistant secretary. In ISO" he was nom- 
inated minister to Greece by President 
McKlnley.

The situation In the local tobacco 


market so far as the 1901 crop Is con/ 
cerncd Is practically the same as that 
of several weeks ago. 
The Ideas of 


the grower and dealer regarding the 
crop are so far apart that there Is 
no meeting point on the price. 


Tho condition of the crop Is such 


that there will be very, little buying 
until the tobacco Is taken from the 
poles and stripped and handled. There 
are many good crops throughout the 
state but the price for them Is hard 
to determine. 
A number of sales 


have been made In the neighborhood 
of ten cents and this Is considered 
a good price. 


The present crop as a whole will 


be a filler crop'as the best of the to- 
bacco Is short and tho leaves will not 
average over eighteen to twenty In- 
ches in length. 
The leaves are also 


heavy and gummy and make a good 
filler and will bring filler prices. 


Wisconsin for a binder tobacco now 


leads the world and the demand for 
Wisconsin binders Is unprecedented. 
Farmers .having crops that will make 
binders are sure to realize a 
top 


price for them.,- It Is tho record of 
the past, that crops that make good 
binders have poor filler leaves and 


old leaf that could not be sold last 
fall, and are paying from 15 to 18 
cents for tobacco that last year- was 
unsalable at ten or twelve, cents. The 
farmers are, of course, loath to admit 
that there Is much pole sweat, but that 
they are aware of Its presence Is In' 
dlcated by one grower at South Deer 
field who writes that most growers 
who had early crops or a portion set 
early took down from one to throo 
acres ten days ago, and find a fine thin 
leaf of a light color, with some pole 
sweat on the lowest tier, with but lit- 
tlo aboivc that.
